Mr. Steed is one of the best known poli- 
tical journalists in the world; but he is

mately with the foreign policy of The 
Times, first as correspondent in Berlin, 
Rome and Vienna, and afterwards as 
Foreign Editor, and finally as Editor of 
that great newspaper. Mr, was 
brought up in the old Times tradition—the 
tradition of Delane, of de Blowitz and of 
Russell. His position in the capitals of 
Europe was something v more im- 
portant than that of the ordinary news- 
aper correspondent. He represented The 
tmes, and The Times was land. 

Nobody who has spent his life in these 
ficance of 
that fact. To the average Englishman or 
Irishman The Times is a great newspaper. 
To the Frenchman, the German or the 
Italian it is the authoritative voice of 
England. Delane made that reputation 
for his paper. He spoke ex cathedra, and 
pourtrayed the public opinion of and 
so faithfully that when he left The Times 
its views had come to be regarded as being 
on precisely the same level with the utter- 
ances of the British Prime Minister. 
When Mr. Steed, therefore, interviewed a 
foreign Premier or sent an important 
despatch to The Times ambassadorial 
authority was attached to his remarks, 
and he soon became a very considerable 
force in European affairs. 

From the very outset of his career Mr. 
Steed was convinced of the evil intentions 
of Germany. Some of the most interest- 
ing passages in his book deal with the ex- 
traordinarily subtle, and at the same time 
clumsy, manner in which German 
diplomacy went about its work: and: he 
gives a brilliant analysis of the policy 
whieh, starting with Bismarck, led ulti- 
mately to the great upheaval that con- 
vulsed half the globe. | 

He realised from the time of the Boer 
War onwards that a European War was 
only a matter of years, and during his 
sojourn in Vienna was an interested 
witness of the intrigues of Germany in 
the Ballplatz. He knew Austria as few 
foreigners knew it, and as soon as the war 
broke out he did everything in his power 
to persuade those at the head of affairs 
in the Allied countries that the struggle 
finally would he won by the moral dis- 
memberment of the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire. In company with Mr. Seton 
Watson, Mr. Steed may be regarded as 
the inventor of Czecho-Slovakia and of 
Jugo-Slavia. It was M. Clemenceau who 
said that he knew whenever he saw these 
two men together that another new 
European nation was about to be born; 
and there is no doubt that, by their 
encouragement of Czechist and Southern 
Slav aspirations, Messrs. Steed and 
Watson contributed very largely towards 
the Allied victory. They discovered MM 
Masaryk and Benes, who now are two of 
the most successful statesmen in Europe. 
They attacked the Central Powers at their 
most vulnerable point, and the stability 
and flourishing economy of Czecho-Slovakia 
to-day constitute a remarkable tribute to 
the political acumen of these two English- 
men. 

Mr. Steed, in his capacity as The Times 
Correspondent, was, and stil] is, looked 
upon abroad as a typical Englishman, but 
from the English point of view his outlook 
is almost entirely Continental. He 
suffers, if anything, from a lack of in- 
sularity, and for that reason he never 
could h to attain at home the position 
of a Delane or a Buckle, although 
sibly he is a man of more brilliance of 
intellect than either. 

His book is remarkably frank in its 
criticism of poli and meh; yet it is 
soundly constructive in its main theme. 
He believes firmly in the entente between 
Britain and France, and is a determined 
opponent of the theory of “ splendid 
isolation.’’ ‘' Critics of an Anglo- ch 
Entente, he declares, ‘‘-have consistently 
failed to suggest any sound alternative 
for either country. A French attempt to 
aominate Europe single-handed, or with 
the sole support of the new Central 
Furopean nations established by the Peace 
Treaties, would, sooner or later, lead to 
another E upheaval in which the 
sympathies of the rest of the world might 
not support French policy. A British 
association with Germany against France 
would as inevitably bring on a conflict 
the very idea of which the British people 
abhor.'” He has preached the pel of 
Anglo-French solidarity ever since the 
days in which he was associated with the 
late King Edward in the latter's extremely 
able efforts to checkmate the intrigues of 
the German Emperor. Some of the most 
entertaining passages in the book relate to 
those days, and the way in which the 
King confided in Mr. Steed during his

He details in 
all their dreadful monotony the list of 
British ships that the German raiders, 
Möwe and Seeadler captured and 
sank, and he does not try to remove the 
impression that the British Navy-—by 
pure bad luck, it is true—was left guessing 
all the time of the whereabouts A these 
two vessels. If the German Navy had 
contained more such humane, intrepid, and 
enterprising officers as the captains of these 
two ships, its name would have gone down 
to posterity with a glamour that is now 
lost to it for ever. | 

Yes, glamour is indeed lost. The mere 
calm recital of actual facts, as they 
emerge in these pages, connected with the 
sinking of merchant ships by submarines 
leaves one sick at heart that a great 
nation could have descended to these 
things. The spirit reached its culmina- 
tion in the doctrine of spurlos versenkt— 
to sink not merely at sight, but without 
leaving a trace of ship or crew. Merchant 
seamen were ex tamely to submit to 
this or to the worse horrors of open 
boats.” It is no wonder that, even with- 
out defensive armament or with weak 
three-pounders, they made desperate 
efforts to challenge these theories, and 
were prepared to have their decks littered 
with wounded men rather than surrender. 
For sheer devilry the torpedoing of the 
Artist in a mid-winter storm in the 
Atlantic is the consummation. For three 
days its boats lived or sank in the snow- 
swept seas and only nine men remained to 
tell the tale.

BEAU BRUMMELL. 
George an Brummell was born in 
1778. Nothing certain is known of his 
le except that his father was a suc-

The story of Brummell’s extravagances is 
well known. Invited to dine by a nouveau 
riche, he was asked to name his own 
party. This Brummell did, and when the 
prospective host indicated that he, too, 
would attend, the dandy said with feigned 
surprise, You surely don't mean you are 
going to be one of the party!” Once 
when the Prince of Wales received the 
present of a horse and asked Brummell 
what he thought of it, the Beau went 
behind the animal and studied its tail for 
a considerable time. The Prince at last 
asked him what he was doing. Sir,“ he 
answered, ‘‘ You should never look a gift 
horse in the mouth. 

That the “ Wales, pull the bell,” inci- 
dent caused the estrangement between the 
Regent and the dandy is scouted by the 
biographer, who holds that it was Mrs. 
Fitzherbert, the Regent’s mistress, who 
drove the pair apart, to secure her own 
mastery over her royal admirer. The 
estrangement took place in 1812, and the 
efforts of friends failed to bring about a 
reconciliation. Luck now turned against 
Brummell, and, in 1814, he lost as much 
as £10,000 at hazard. It was not. until 
1816 that he fled to Calais. The remain- 
ing twenty-four years of his life passed in 
France, without one visit to his native 
land. In 1830 he was made Consul at 
Caen, where he resided in a fine house, a 
8 of which the author repro- 
duces. His office was abolished in 1832, 
and he received no help from Palmerston. 
He learnt to write French with wonderful 
precision for an Englishman, especially 
as * undertook the study when — 
in life.

great difficulty that is foreseen is the 
provision of adequate labour, most of the 
native tribes being unwilling to work as 
labourers.

WEDGWOOD. 

This volume of Messrs. Fisher Unwin’s 
Chats series of handbooks for 
collectors is out of the usual course, 
as it is confined virtually to a 
branch of art represented by one man. 
Josiah Wedgwood was an artist and had 
ideals neither understood nor appreciated 
by his fellow-craftsmen. The art of pottery 
has existed from early times in all lands; 
but in England, until tea became a daily 
beverage, the articles used at table were 
both limited and lacking in variety, as 
we see from the examples of early pottery 
that remain. The use of tea gave an 
impetus to manufacturers of table-ware, 
and we find some attempt to serve it with 
a grace — 1 to the art of fine 
glass inspired by the use of wine.

Nine runs had been scored, of which 
Gilligan claimed 2 and Freeman ó, with 
4 byes, when the English captain put one 
up to Victor Richardson at mid-off, which 
was safely taken. His downfall was hailed 
with uptoarious applause, which died 
down immediately he had disappeared, 
and when Strudwick took his guard done 
could have heard the proverbial pin drop, 
so great was the tension. The seated 
spectators could not remain still for ex- 
citement, while those standing were in a 
frenzy to get a clear view. 

From the delivery of the next ball, how- 
ever, there began one big round of cheering, 
which only concluded with the finish of 
the match. Batsmen were cheered, bowlers 
were cheered, fieldsmen were cheered. 

A dozen wanted to win! Eleven wanted 

to win! The thrill was overwhelming. 
Then the culminating roar. Freeman was 
out, snapped at the wicket by Oldfield, 
and Australia had won by 11 runs. 
The demonstration at the close was as 
remarkable a one as has ever been seen 
on the Adelaide ground. Showers of hats 
were flung into the air, Cheer after cheer 
for both Australians and Englishmen rang 
out, and it was some minutes before the 
crowd came back to earth. 

Then they moved away, enveloped in a 
mighty buzz of excited conversation, which, 
as they split up, followed little groups in 
a lesser degree to the restaurants and 
hotels, and in some cases was carried to 
the most remote parts of the town, where 
people went home to recover, many of them 


from the most thrilling twenty-five minutes, 


of their lives: 

Gilligan stood in the breach for an hour 
and fifty-one minutes for his 31, and 
played an innings worthy in every way of 
England’s captain. He was throughout 
troubled by his thigh, a factor the value 
of which either way it is hardly possible 
to determine. Freeman proved a most 
able and plucky lieutenant, while Strud- 
wick maintained England’s glorious fight- 
ing traditions to the end.

Dealing with Russo-Japanese relations, the 
Minister said that fully realised that 
Russia and Japan, having many common in- 
terests, were d to maintain relations of 
unity. There had been between the two 
countries many important problems, some of 
them involving serious difficulties. If all 
pending questions were not settled before the 
re-establishmént of diplomatic relations un- 
pleasant disputes would immediately follow, 
saora future relations of the two 
nations. othing, he declared, had been 
further from their thought than the idea of 
bargaining to give the Soviet Government 
recognition in return for oil and coa 
concessions, They had simply tried to 
forestall and eliminate sources of 
future trouble. For that reason much 
time had already been consumed in the 
negotiations between the two countries. Those 
negotiations finally came to a successful close, 
and a basic convention and supplementary 
documents were duly signed on the night cf 
January 20. Long outstanding questions had 
thus been satisfactorily adjusted, and on the 
exchange of ratifications of the pacts just 
signed friendly relations between the two 
countries would be formally re-opened. 
Coming to Japan's relations with America, 
Baron Shidehara said that the question of the 
American discriminatory clause against the 
Japanese still remained unsettled. He pointed 
out, however, that law could not be modified 
except by law, and that, under the constitu- 
tional system of the United States, the 
Legislature was entirely independent of the 
Executive. An impetuous mood or im- 
passioned utterance would not, he added,

Mr. G. A. Faulkner, in the Westminster

Still the Englishmen will be struggling under 
favourable auspices, for the succession of 
mishaps that have occurred to the M.C.C. in 
this match, and the gallant spirit in which 
they faced their adversaries, have captivated 
the imaginations of the Australian crowd, 
whose cheers will have a marked effect on the 
fielding side. I say this feelingly, for a more 
or less similar incident happened to us South 
Africans at Johannesburg against the M.C.C. 
on their 1909-10 tour. It was the third Test 
and the South Africans had won the first two 
games. We left the M.C.C. 221 to get in 
the fourth innings, and so promisingly were 
we progressing that we had four wickets down 
for 42. Then our own crowd set about us. 
Every appeal we made was booed; every run 
made by our opponents was cheered to the 
echo, and any mistake in the field was 
jeered. The consequence was that most of 
us became rattled, and Jack Hobbs (95 not 
out) and Maurice Bird (45) fairly got on to 
us, the M.C.C. eventually winning by three 
wickets.

AN IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 


: PRETORIA, Thursday. 

It is authoritatively stated that Dr. 
Cowdray, of the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research, New York, who was sent 
to South Africa at the invitation of the 
South African Government, has found the 
micro-organism causing the disease known as 
Theartwater in sheep, ts and cattle. 
The micro-organism resembles closely, but is 
not identical with, the other parasites causing 
typhus fever, trench fever, Rock Mountain 
spotted fever, and Japanese river sickness in 
man. 

Sir Arnold Theiler, Director of Veterinary 
Education and Research, regards the dis- 
covery as one of the most important ever 
made in regard to cattle disease in South 
Africa.—(Reuter.) 


TEMPLEBREEDY FORT 
INCIDENT. 


NO MACHINE GUNS USED. 
(FROM OUR CORRES?TONDENT.) 
QUEENSTOWN, Thursday Night. 

Inquiries which were made to-day, con- 
cerning the shooting which was reported at 
Templebreedy Fort, near Crosshaven, which 
is occupied by British troops, show that a 
few minutes after 9.30 o'clock on Tuesda 
night a sentry on Gy Fy the eastern si 
of the fort seeing a of light near the 
approach to the fort called out a challenge, 
but received no reply. Shortly afterwards he 
saw what he believed to be two men close 
to where the light had flashed, and im- 
mediately afterwards some shots were fired. 
The sentry fired in that direction. 

A military sergeant, hearing the shots, 
turned out the guard, who brought search- 
lights with them. The countryside and the 
sea for miles around were illuminated, but 
nothing unusual could be seen. 

Afterwards a party of soldiers, in ch of 
an officer, left the fort and searched the fields 
in the vicinity of the fort, but failed to find 
anybody.

MR. BALDWIN AND 
JOURNALISM.

Mr. Baldwin waa the principal guest of 
the London Press Club at luncheon yes- 
terday. Mr. Edgar Wallace presided, and 
the other guests included Lord Birken- 
head, Mr. Winston Churchill and the 
French Ambassador. Responding to the 
toast of his health, Mr. Baldwin thanked 
the members for a presentation made to 
him, on behalf of the Club, of a briar pipe 
made from a root 150 years old. He re- 
marked, amid laughter, that he had never 
had a pipe approaching this one either in 
appearance or value. “I have never, he 
said amidst laughter, “paid more than 
3s. for a pipe. 

Continuing. in a bantering tone, the Prime 
Minister said he had discovered how 
it was that Mr. Churchill always had a good 
Press. It seemed to be connected in some 
subterranean way with the fact that he was 
a member of the Press Club. He (Mr. 
Baldwin) had lived a long peaceful life in the 
country until advanced middle-age without 
having any knewledge at all of the Press. 
All he knew of the Press in his early days 
came from his very much beloved cousin, 
Rudyard Kipling, and from him he learned 
that. it was a dirty business (laughter) 
because in his early days at Lahore he used 
to be covered with printer’s ink. 

So, proceeded Mr. Baldwin, when I came 
to study the Press, as the Press has 
been good enough to study me, I brought to 
bear on the problem a mature judgment and 
an unprejudiced one. I came to two or three 
conclusions, I came to the conclusion that 
you working at your profession have a great 
many points in common with me working at 
mine. The chief ones which struck me were 
these: Neither you nor I had any regular 
hours for meals, we are not subject to an 
eight hours’ law, we can be fired out and put 
on the stree. at a moment’s notice without 
compensation and without pension, and 
neither you nor I are the possessors of Rolls- 
Royce cars, nor have we villas on the 
Mediterranean. These things should. be a 
very great bond between us. 

Continuing, Mr. Baldwin said that he had 
found in Press men of all kinds, and 
among the men that he had met in journalism 
were some of the whitest that he had ever 
been privileged to know. He also discovered, 
as in other professions, that there were one 
or two who were different. But there was 
another great bond between him, as Prime 
Minister, and they as journalists.

HIS WORK IN IRELAND. 


In reviewing the book '' Life and Letters of 
George Wy Ham, by J. W. Mackail and 
Guy Wyndham (two volumes, Hutchinson, 
42s. net), Tae Times says: — Wyndham would 
undoubtedſy have been a good soldier, 
whether as leader of men or a: Staff officer, 
had he remained in the Army. Some of his 
letters While Under- Secretary of State for 
War show the grip he had upon the problems 
of. military administration. It was Mr. 
Balfour’s letter asking him to become his 
Private retary, received while on his 
honeymoon, that decided his career and began 
his connection with the fortunes of Ireland. 
fie was then 23 years of age. He was for- 
unate, indeed, to have had such a teacher, 
but, as all the world knows, when the time 
came for him to shoulder himself the 
Irish burden he followed rigidly 
no man’s tracks. His appointment as 
Chief Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, if 
affording a great chance to his tae for- 
tunes, was no less happy for Ireland. Amid 
all; the changes that have followed in that 
country, which neither he nor any other man 
coul by conceived, a great part of his work 
rm. 

The woeful controversy which brought his 
labours in Ireland to an end and caused his 
resignation of office is fairly dealt. with by 
Professor Mackail. He does not, however, 
comment upon the fatal phrase, Adequate 
opportunities of influencing the action and 
policy of the Irish Government,” which con- 
stituted Sir Antony Macdonnell’s terms when | 
he accepted the post of Under Secretary. It 
was the suspicion that Sir Antony’s position 
was Gitferent from that of former Under 
Secretaries that particularly alarmed the 
Ulster Unionists during the battle over the 
famous Devolution ’’ question. The affair 
left Wyndham, if~not a broken man, a 
changed and disappointed man. Much of the 
fire and some of the power were gone, not to 
be recreated.

GUATEMALAN BANDITS. 


BRITISH SUBJECT MURDERED. 


BOSTON, Thursday. 

The United Fruit Company announces that 
Mr. F. E. Wiggins, of London, has been 
murdered by robbers in Guatemala. Mr. 
figgins, who was fermerly a lieutenant in 
the Royal Air Force, was Inspector of Com- 
missaries for the Guatemala division of the 
company. 

It is known that the crime occurred re- 
cently at a place called Sioux Farm, but the 
exact date is not given. Mr. Wiggins was 
returning from a tour of inspection, having 
with him the sum of 2,000 dollars, when six 
men, armed with rifles, waylaid and shot 
him, escaping with the money. The crime is 
the first-of its kind since the company has 
been operating in Guatemala. A reward has 
teen offered for the capture of the bandits, 
and the Guatemala Government is making 
active efforts to effect their arrest.—( Reuter.)

RECOGNITION IN SOUTH

ENGAGEMENT WITH TRIBESMEN. 


In a telegram from Tangier yesterday 
The: Times Correspondent says: — Five 
thousand Spanish and native troops were 
employed yesterday in an engagement with 
the Anjera tribesmen and Rifi contingents. 
The Spaniards were successful in pushing 
forward along the frontier with t angier 
zone nearly as far as the Straits of ‘Gibraltar. 
Their losses are reported to be about 200 
killed and wounded. . The firing was very 
wild, shells from the Spanish warships, bombs 
from aeroplanes, and bullets falling freely in 
the international zone, over which the 
Spanish aeroplanes flew from time to time, 
and causing one or two casualties among the 
inhabitants of the Tangier zone. A soldier 
of the Tangier gendarmerie on frontier guard 
was killed. 

The Anjera and Rifi losses are reported to 
have been insignificant, as the tribesmen 
never appeared in the open, but fired from 
shelter all the time. Very few Anjera took 
part in the fighting, as they were away in 

Practically the whole 
opposition offered to the Spanish advance was 
by the contingent of Rifi, only a few hundred 
strong.

GENERAL HERTZ OGS 
DIFFICULTIES. 


QUESTION OF LAND FOR 
NATIVES. 
CAPE TOWN, Thursday. 

Nothing could more strikingly illustrate the 
enormous difficulties which General Hertzog 
will have to face if he seriously attempts to 
carry out his policy of native segregation than 
the reception given to the Native Affairs 
Commission yesterday, in the important in- 
dustrial coal-mining and farming centre of 
Newcastle, Natal. 

The Commission's duty was to collect evi- 
dence and opinions in regard to the question 
of setting aside land as native areas. Mem- 
bers of Parliament and other influential men 
from various parts of Natal had gathered to 
meet the Commission, and, without mincing 
words, they told the Commission that the 
people of Natal were resolutely opposed ta 

iving up any more land to the natives in 
that provinee. This was the tenor of speech 
after speech, couched in the warmest language, 
and the approving cheers of the large body o 
the public present left no doubt that the 
Commission was being given views that had 
popular support. i 

When one speaker declared that the New- 
castle Farmers Union was not prepared, in 
any circumstances. whatever, to give up 
another acre to the natives, and, turning to 
the audience, asked if that was not so, the 
entire audience rose and cheered for several 
minutes. i 

Several speakers declared that Natal, in 
the past, had given far more land to the 
natives than any oí the other three pro- 
vinces, and that spoliation of the white man 
in favour of the natives must cease. The 
whole incident is typical of the practical 
obstacles in the way of anything like a sub- 
stantial territorial segregation.— (Te Times 
Correspondent.)
